A reecue party for the relief of the men of the 
Argonaut mine who are entombed is operating from the 
Kennedy gold mine towards the 4,200 foot level where 
forty eight are belived to be entombed.

Most highly organised aro the atta 
snts, or leal-cutters, who, it appears, 
‘can’ do’ pretty nearly everything ex- 
cept vote. Attas aro such uppalatable 
creatures that they aro singularly free 
from dangers. ‘Tho army ‘ante 
occasionally make uso of their triols 
wlen thoy are deserted, but when the 
two great races of ants mest each 
antennaes the aura of the other ant 
tarns respectfully aside.’ With 
elaborate precautions one of the atta 
nests was opened up, and proved to 
contain a great artificial fungua bed 
for the special kind of whitish mush 
room. growth cultivated by the ants. 

The leaves (which they cut and 
carry into tho nest) are chewed

Mr. Leo d’Almads appeared for the 
prosecu'ion and Mr. A. E. Hall for the 
defence. 

The eato Lad been many times 
temanded on account of the com- 
jisinant being in the hospital in a 
critical condition, and at one time his 
life was de-paired of owing to the 
wound having penetrated to the base 
of the left lung, and his recovory is 
considered a very fortunate one in the 
circumstances. 

According to Mr. d'Almada, com- 
plainant ond the defendant are mem- 
bere of two different Guilds, which, it 
was eaid, had been at variance with 
each other for a considerable time 
The cauee of the trouble is said to be 
that the complainant’s guild invented 
o new instrument for splitting rattan 
and since then the complainant's 
master who formerly bought his split 
rattan from.members of the Ping Lok 
Guild, had been able to split his own 
rattan, On the 11th ult. the com 
plainant, accompanied by an 
apprenticr, set out at about 8 a.m, to 
drow water. When going along Austin 

Road the apprentice saw thedefendant 
rush from the road-side, atab the foki, 
and then ran away in tho direction of 
Shanghiai Street. :

M.' Raymond Poincaré has’ now 
been in offica as Promier of France for 
about the length of time which foreign 
observere thought he would lastif he 

* induled in the bellicosa policy for 
which his name was accepted’ a8 9 
synonym, says a home paper. But 
no far from having arrived at the end 
of hislittle day, M. Poincaré appears 
to be settled down comfortably in 
hia gilded ormchoir ot the Quai 
@’Orsay, with the sir of being there 
for o very long timotocome, Itis 
rather perplexing, says the London 
periodical, Those most intimately in 
touch with tho situation arc the most 
puzzled, . 

‘At the moment of hie taking office 
M, Poincaré appeared open to attack 
on both wings. If he tried to give 
affect to the aggressive policy which 
he had outlined in hie writings, it 

* seemed certain that be would isolate 
France without obtaining from 

: Germany anything more tangible than 

* had been secured by his predecessors. 

* The belief having been created by his 

: writings that he was the man who 
could “make Germany pay,” it was 
certain that his head would be the 
penalty if he emashed the alliance 
without extracting any German gold 
in exchange, And it waa cqually 

! elear—to outsiders, anyhow—that he

THE PATH OF REALISATIONS. 

But if he sought to’ avoid thie risk 
by carrying on the conciliatory policy

for two years to the path of “ realisa-
